Owensboro, Ky., Sept. 18.— Can- 
didate Taylor was cornered at Cal- 
hoon on the separate coach question, 
and after declining at first to give 
any expression, finally made the 
declaration that he was opposed to 
the law. 

Hon. La Vega Clements, of 
Owensboro, had an appointment 
there for to-day to speak on behalf 
of the Democratic ticket. When 
Mr. Taylor arrived, the Democrats, 
recognizing the courtesy due the 
gubernatorial candidate of the op- 
position, made a proposition that 
Mr. Clements speak first for an 
hour and then allow Mr. Taylor all 
the time he wanted. This arrange- 
ment was accepted by Mr. Taylor 
and the Republican committt 

The negotiations were concluded 
about a quarter after 12 o'clock, 
but at that hour it was found that 
Hal Corbett, a Brownie orator, had 
taken possession of the court house 
and was speaking. Corbett was 
ostensibly filling an appointment 
made for Theodore Hall am. He 
harangued for an hour and a half 
to the crowd that had assembled to 
hear the other two speakers. After 
Corbett had subsided, Mr. Clements 
spoke for an hour, discussing the 
issues of the campaign and making 
a fine impression. At the close of 
his speech he read the following 
series of questions that had been 
laid on the desk and called upon 
Mr. Taylor for an answer to each 
and all of them: 

"Are you in favor of the separate 
coach law? 

'•If elected governor would you 
sign a bill for its repeal? 

"If elected Governor would you 
sign a bill if presented to you 
amending the law by striking out 
the follow. ng words in Section 795 
of the Kentucky Statutes, viz: 
»Each compartment of the coach di- 
vided by a good and sufficient par- 
tition with a door therein shall be 
deemed a separate coach within the 
meaning of this act,' and which bill 
in lieu thereof required the rail- 
roads to furnish to colored people a 
separate coach fitted up with the 
same conveniences and accommoda- 
tions as coaches furnished by the 
railroads to white passengers? 

"State your position fully on this 
matter, and what you intend to do 
for the colored people in case you 
are elected Governor." 

Mr. Taylor appeared to be very 
much oifended at the questions, and 
replied in an irritated way that he 
"would not answer any questions 
prepared by these agents running

After deep study and careful con- 
deration it is very hard to decide 
as to who receives the most benefit 
from poultry associations. I might 
nswer the question in this way; 
Everyone who is connected or at- 
tends is benefited. 

ie would naturally say, the 
y breeder gets the benefit; but, 
e is the farmer w ho opens his 
heart and attends, and the exhibi- 
tion is evidently benefited. Sup 
pose a lot of farmers were to give an 
exhibition of their common barn- 
yard fowls. Don't you believe that 
an exhibition of that kind would 
aken such an interest that every 
n whoexhibited a dunghill the 
first year would show a thorough- 
bred the second year? Why, sure- 
ly he would, for this reason: His 
show would stir up his enthu- 
i aud awaken him to a know- 
e of the fact that he had in his 
lyard a miserable lot of profit- 
less fowls that were a drawback to 
farm, and besides he would 
,t the best at the coming exhibi- 
, and in a short time he would 
e the best fowls money could 
procure. When he found he had so 
greatly improved his flock ot poultry 
he could naturally attend the exhi- 
bitions to be in line with other far- 
mji s and keep abreast of the time6. 
It would have a tendency to bring 
about a realization that all of his 
stock could be made better by a 
more systematic way of breeding. 

If you do not believe what I tell 
you, go to the farm of a man who 
has first class horses, cattle, sheep 
swine and poultry, aud you will see 
a progressive farmer and a man 
who has money to loan instead of a 
plaster on his farm. Yet how few 
look at it in that light! 

Another reason why the farmer 
should attend is that by so doing 
he strengthens the association and 
furthers the interests of better poul- 
try. My advice is to farmer and 
fancier alike, form associations; 
Whenever it is possible hold shows 
and improve the flocks in your 
cinity, and better the condition of 
your pocket books. — Buckeye 
Ohio Poultry Journal.

Dewey Reception Will be a Hand- 
some Souvenir Well Worth 
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Vega Clements, 
Owensboro, had an appointment 
there for to-day to speak on behalf 
of the Democratic ticket. When 
Mr. Taylor arrived, theDemocr 
recognizing the courtesy due the 
gubernatorial candidate of the 
position, made a proposition that 
Mr. Clements speak first for an 
hour and then allow Mr. Taylor all 
the time he wanted. This arrange- 
ment was accepted by Mr. Taylor 
and the Republican committee. 

The negotiations were concluded 
about a quarter after 12 o'clock, 
but at that hour it was found that 
Hal Corbett, a Brownie orator, had 
taken possession of the court house 
and was speaking.

At the close of 
his speech he read the following 
series of questions that had been 
laid on the desk and called upon 
Mr. Taylor for an answer to each 
and all of them: 

"Are you in favor of the separate 
coach law? 

."1/ elected Gx)verpor would you 
sign a bill for its repeal? 

"If elected Governor would you 
sign a bill if presented to you 
amending the law by striking out 
the following words in Section 795 
of the Kentucky Statutes, viz: 
k Each compartment of the coach di- 
vided by a good and sufficient par- 
tition with a door therein shall be 
deemed a separate coach within the 
meaning of this act,' and which bill 
in lieu thereof required the rail- 
roads to furnish to colored people a 
separate coach fitted up with the 
same conveniences andaccommoda 
tions as coaches furnished by the 
railroads to white passengers? 

"State your position fully on this 
matter, and what you intend to do 
for the colored people in case you 
are elected Governor." 

Mr. Taylor appeared to be very 
much otfended at the questions, and 
replied in an irritated way that he 
"would not answer any questions 
prepared by these agents running 
around in Goebel's interest." 

"Let Goebel meet me face to face 
and ask them," he said, "and I 
will answer them. " 

Later # io his speech, however, he 
reHeorfa to the questions again, and 
.safel that he was opposed to the 
law. 

The most remarkable statement 
made by Mr. Taylor, however, was 

"I have assurance that every 
bolting Democrat is sending up a 
prayer that I may be elected Gov- 
ernor."

Scenes from the 
battle of Manila Bay, and other in- 
teresting matter, and among other 
features an engraved reproduction 
of the sword to be presented to Ad- 
miral Dewey, as well as afac-si.nile 
of his commission as Admiral, 
signed by the President of the 
United States, and sent to the Ad- 
ral on behalf of the people and 
Congress of his country.

Poultry Associotions. 

After deep study and careful con- 
sideration it is very hard to decide 
to who receives the most benefit 
from poultry associations. I might 
answer the question in this way; 
Everyone who is connected or at- 
tends is benefited. 

One would naturally say, the 
fancy breeder gets the benefit; but, 
there is the farmer who opens his 
heart and attends, and the exhibi- 
tion is evidently benefited. Sup 
pose a lot of farmers were to give an 
exhibition of their common barn- 
yard fowls. Don't you believe that 
an exhibition of that kind would 
awaken such an interest that every 
man who exhibited a dunghill the 
first year would show a thorough- 
bred the second year? Why, sure- 
ly he would, for this reason: His 
Brat show would stir up his enthu- 
tram aud au alien him to a know- 
ledge of the fact that he had in his 
barnyard a miserable lot of profit- 
less fowls that were a drawback to 
the farm, and besides he would 
want the best at the coming exhibi- 
tion, and in a short time he would 
have the best fowls money could 
procure. When he found he had sc 
greatly improved his flock ot poultry 
he could naturally attend the exhi- 
bitions to be in line with other far- 
m;i s and keep abreast <>f the times. 
It would have a tendency to bring 
about a realization that all of his 
stock could be made better by a 
more systematic way of breeding. 

If you do not believe what I tell 
you, go to the farm of a man who 
has first class horses, cattle, sheep 
swine and poultry, and you will see 
a progressive farmer and a man 
who has money to loan instead of a 
plaster on his farm. Yet how few 
look at it in that light! 

Another reason why the farmer 
should attend is that by so doing 
he strengthens the association and 
furthers the interests of better pou 
try. My advice is to farmer and 
fancier alike, form associati 
whenever it is possible hold show I 
and improve the flocks in your vi- 
cinity, and better the condition of 
your pocket books.— Buckeye i:

I Date Postponed at the "Request of 
■WY - the Campaign Committee.

Chicago, Sept. 16.— Mr. Bryan, at 
the request of the Democratic Cam- 
paign Committee of Kentucky, has 
postponed his visit to Kentucky 
until the middle of October. He 
h,ad written Senator Blackburn 
agreeing to commence his work for 
the Kentucky Democracy at any 
time after September 25, but after a 
conference with National Commit- 
teeman Woodson at the Sherman 
house this morning, he gave out 
statement to the press that 
would not go to Kentucky until 
October 15.

:w Orleans, La., Sept. 19.— 
From authoritative advices received 
in New Orleans today, the sentimenl 
existing in Central America againsl 
W. Godfrey Hunter, the American 
minister to Honduras, Guatemala, 
Nicaragua and Salvador, has crys- 
talized and movement is now on 
foot to have him recalled. To thit, 
end the American residents ot these 
four republics have joined ii 
"round robin." This round robin 
recites the grievances of the Amer- 
ican residents of Central America, 
and especially the alleged indiffer- 
ence of the American minister to- 
ward their claims from the respec- 
tive governments of the rights due 
American citizens. 

It is stated in the "round robin" 
that Hunter is not only incompetent, 
but that he is so tied up with the 
Central American governments in 
different schemes that he can take 
no stand against them. 

The "round robin" is signed by 
four-fifths of the citizens of the Unit- 
ed States now in Central America. 
It will arrive on the nest steamer 
and will be immediately forwarded 
to the secretary of state at Wash- 
ington.

^ OOSNB FIELD was preeminent- 
ly tbe poet of childhood. Ilia 
' lining qualities of simplicity, 

the fact that he lived in the closest and 
fondest intimacy with children. He 
had troops of them for his friends, and 
wrote his poems directly under their 
suggestions or inspiration. 

Itkaiways interesting to know souve- 
thing of the life and personality of 
writers whom we admire, particulnrly 
one who can keep imbedded in his 
larger growth of experience and 
strength of knowledge a child's heart 
and soul and delicacy of perception. 
Such a man was Eugene Field. 

He was born (of New England stock) 
in St. Louis September 2, I860. After 
his mother's death he and his brother 
were sent east to their grandmother. 
It was at that time that their father 
wrote to Grandma Field that he did 
not care to have his sons imbued with 
the superstitions of New England. The 
grandmother made answer In these 
words: "Boewell, I do not know what 
you mean by superstitions, but of one 
thing you can rest assured, my grand- 
children shall be brought up in the nur- 
ture and admonition of the Lord."

His 
father was a distinguished lawy< 



he went through every possible experi- 
ence of childhood with them. He loved 
them, lost them — three of them — lived 
with them, played with them, joyed 
with them and sorrowed with th 
Through them he gained the insight 
into child nature which earned for him 
his title. 

Through them he reached not only 
fame, but happiness. Some one has 
said that "For every one of them he 
had a special name, fitting the nature 
of the child, as the calyx of the flower 
fits the bud, and each of them hud 
special name for him." One of these 
babies has grown to womanhood, and 
gives readings from her father's poems; 
two more are fast leaving childhood be- 
hind. Only two remain to claim the 
title of "Eugene Field's Babies." And 
these two ore known as "Posy" and 
"Little Sister Girl." 

Eugene Field reveled in old editions 
of rare books, and delighted in 
illuminated missals and monkish 
legends. Everyone is familiar with his 
"Prayer of the llibliomaniac:" 

"But If. O Lord, It pleaseth Thee 
To keep me In temptation's way, 
I humbly ask that I may be 
Most notably beset to-day; 

Which I shall purchase, hold'and keep 
Whereon when other men shall look 
They'll wail to know I got It cheap." 
He not only loved books, but pictures, 
curiosities of every description, dogs, 
chickens and birds. 

By a supreme exercise of her author- 
ity, Mrs. Field contrived to keep the 
chickens out of the house, but the 
books, dogs, birds and curiosities occu- 
pied every nook and corner of the home 
at Buena Park. 

On Sunday afternoon, November 4, 
1S05, Eugene Field sat at his library 
window watching the dead leaves of 
autumn tossed about lu the sunlight on 
he lawn. Said he, only half seriously:
